It  was  23  years  ago  when  I  received  my  blessing 
of  a  daughter,  Alicia  D.  Shelly,  while  living  in 
San  Diego,  CA.  Six  months  after  her  birth,  I 
received  even  a  greater  blessing— I  found  the 
truth  I  had  been  searching  for  since  I  was  in  High 
School  back  in  Montgomery,  AL.

DeWitt  Williams  was  born  in  a  very  humble  home  in  South 
Philadelphia,  PA.

On  the  night  he  graduated  from  his  high  school,  he  learned 
that  he  was  the  recipient  of  two  scholarships  that  would  enable 
him  to  go  to  college. 

With  praise  on  his  lips  and  a  dream  in  his  heart,  he  left  to 
attend  Oakwood  College  in  1957.  He  majored  in  Theology 
and  served  as  the  United  Student  Movement  (USM)  president 
as  well  as  editor-in-chief  of  the  Yearbook  (Acorn)  and  a 
writer  on  the  newspaper  staff  (Spreading  Oak).  While  attend 
Oakwood  college,  he  met  his  wife-to-be,  "Miss  Oakwood,", 
the  former  Margaret  Norman  from  Dallas  ,  Texas.  The  two 
fell  in  love  and  dated  the  entire  four  years  of  their  college  life 
and  were  married  soon  after  graduation  in  1962  (both  with 
high  honors). 

After  a  on^  year  teaching  stint  at  Pine  Forge  Academy,  the 
couple  drove  north  to  Andrews  University  Theological 
Seminary  where  he  furthered  his  education  by  obtaining  a 
Masters  degree  in  Theology.  While  pastoring  in  Oklahoma 
City,  he  received  a  call  to  go  to  Africa  as  a  missionary,  but 
was  in  the  middle  of  an  evangelistic  effort.  He  received  his 
second  call  when  he  was  busy  building  the  Tenth  Street 
Seventh-day  Adventist  Church.  As  soon  as  the  new  edifice 
was  built,  they  packed  up  their  few  possessions  and  headed 
for  the  Congo.  Just  before  leaving  for  the  mission  field,  they 
were  blessed  with  their  first  daughter,  Deitrice. 

While  hi  Africa,  Pastor  Williams'  family  increased  when  he 
was  blessed  with  his  second  child,  Damella,  who  was  born  in 
Lubumbashi,  Congo.  Upon  completion  of  his  five  year  term. 
Pastor  Williams  matriculated  at  Indiana  University  where  he 
had  received  a  fellowship  in  African  Linguistics.  His  wife 
completed  her  second  Masters  Degree  in  Education  at  Indiana 
University.      In   1974  just  as  he  as  starting  to  write  his 


dissertation  he  received  a  call  to  the  General  conference 
Communication  Department.  He  would  be  the  first  African 
American  in  this  capacity.  After  receiving  his  doctorate  in 
Education  and  Linguistics  he  started  traveling  all  over  the 
world  conducting  minority  writer's  workshops  and 
encouraging  church  members  and  minorities,  especially,  to 
write  more  articles  and  books. 

Dr.  Williams  has  written  three  books  that  extol  the  Adventist 
faith  and  Oakwood  College.  His  first  book.  She  Fulfilled  the 
Impossible  Dream  commemorates  the  achievements  of  Dr. 
Eva  B.  Dykes,  the  first  African  American  woman  to  receive 
her  Ph.D.  Oakwood  has  named  their  library  after  this 
outstanding  educator.  He  co-authored  a  book  about  another 
Oakwoodite,  For  His  Honor,  a  story  about  a  presidential 
honor  guard  and  his  faith.  The  soldier,  Terry  Johnson  is  now 
a  pastor  at  Sligo,  one  of  the  largest  churches  in  North 
America.  Dr.  Williams  also  co-authored  Profiles  of  Service 
with  the  president  of  Oakwood  College,  Dr.  Delbert  Baker, 
which  commemorates  the  achievements  of  Black  leaders  of 
the  Adventist  Church,  most  of  whom  are  graduates  of 
Oakwood  College. 

While  serving  in  the  Communication  Department  of  the 
General  Conference  Dr.  Williams  received  another  call  to 
return  to  Africa  to  be  the  president  of  one  of  the  largest 
territories  of  the  Adventist  church,  the  Central  African  Union, 
which  comprised  the  countries  of  Rwanda  and  Burundi.  Upon 
returning  to  America  he  was  called  once  more  to  the  General 
Conference  ,  this  time  in  the  Health  and  Temperance 
Department  where  he  served  as  Associated  Director  from 
1983  until  1990  and  then  as  Director  of  the  same  department 
in  the  North  American  Division  from  1990  to  the  present. 

Dr.  Williams  sent  his  two  daughters  to  Oakwood,  a  must 
criteria  in  the  Williams  home.  His  eldest  daughter  continued 
the  family  tradition  of  graduating  with  high  honors.  After 
graduating  from  Loma  Linda  University  Medical  school  she 
now  practices  medicine  in  Dayton,  OH.  His  youngest 
daughter  followed  her  father's  footsteps  and  attended 
"Andrews  University  where  she  obtained  a  Masters  Degree  in 
Education  and  is  now  a  teacher.  Dr.  Williams  has  never  let  go 
of  his  love  for  Oakwood  College.  He  and  his  wife  are 
members  of  the  Committee  of  100  and  have  donated 
thousands  of  dollars  to  their  first  love.  Both  of  them  are  Life 
Members  of  OCAA  and  members  of  the  Metro  DC  Chapter. 
Every  year,  he  and  his  wife  faithftilly  attend  and  contribute  to 
Alumni  meetings.  His  brothers  Clinton  and  Richard  and  his 
wife's  sister  Pearl  Norman  are  also  Oakwoodites. 

The  motto  of  Oakwood  College  is  "Enter  to  learn,  depart  to 
serve".  The  Williams  family,  with  God's  help,  have  served 
the  Adventist  Church  all  over  the  world  for  many  years.  It  is 
their  desire  to  see  other  young  people  equipped  and  qualified 
to  serve  God,  country,  and  humanity.  They  believe  in 
education,  Oakwood  style.  They  believe  that  Oak-\N'ood 
College  Is  the  place  that  will  prepare  others  for  service  and  the 
soon  coming  of  our  Savior.

God  blessed  her  with  two  children,  Madison 
Wisdom  and  Sha'Lena  Wisdom-Hicks,  who 
were  taught  at  early  ages  to  sing  and  play  the 
piano.  She  always  encourage  them  to  use  the 
gifts  that  the  Lord  has  given  them  and  to 
always  give  thanks  to  Him.
